Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is not clear how the gear is integrated into a clutch. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

6. Claims 1-18, and 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Moody (5,927,149). 

Moody shows the claimed subject matter where a gear (14) has a hub portion 
(12) and gear teeth (28) around the periphery; between the inner hub and gear teeth is 
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a star-shaped foam member (30) which absorbs shocks and quiets the gear and it also 
allows a shift of the inner rotational axis with respect to the gear teeth by being resilient 
and allowing movement between the two parts. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 19, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ballew et al. (2002/0185353) in view of Moody (5,927,149 

Ballew et al. shows a clutch having a gear (70). 
But Ballew et al. does not show a resilient gear. 
Moody shows a resilient gear. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the device of Moody into the clutch of Ballew et al. in 
view of the teaching of Moody for the purpose of reducing noise and vibration. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-21 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
